The platform in part declares: ‘‘We 
believe the paramount object of the 
Government should be to secure to in- 
dividuals the highest possible measure 
of civil and political liberty. The 
Republican party, in pursuance of this 
broad policy, bas successfu:ly con- 
ducted the Government of this nation 
for nearly thirty years, performing 
deeds of statesmanship and military 
achievement worthy to live foreve: 
upon the brightest pages of Listorg.’ 
The platform denounces the shameful 
manner in which the Democratic party 
has violated its pledge as to a free bal- 
lot in many of the States, and insists 
that henceforth the right toa free bal. 
lot shall be observed as far as it is 
within the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to effect that object. It re- 
affirms the principles announced in 
the Republican national platform of 
1888, favors legislation tending to the 
arbitration of controversies relative to 
wages and hours of labor, renews the 
declaration in favor of the most rigid 
exclusion of Chinesefrom this country, 
and that such restriction shall be 
made permanent; declares that it is 
the duty of the Federal Government 
by an adequate appropriation, to 


straighten and deepen the channels of 


‘the Sacramento and San Joaquin 


rivers ; approves the legislation already 
enacted for the reclamation and irriga- 
tion of arid lands, and declares free 
public schools a necessity to free gov- 
ernment.
